Ten miles from Tnltahnt Jilu Kher, Dec. 1. J 


We left Memphis Wednesday, tho 25th 


ult., and are now right in the face of the en 
emy in Mississippi, attor a weary march of 
four days, having rested one day after the 
third day's inarch. 
Our flrst day wo made 


only about ten miles. It was new business 
to our bova, and they were very tired before 
we bivatiaeod for tho night. The next daj 
wo started at 1 and marched twenty miles 
stopping about two hours in the middle ol 
the day for tho men to real and tako refresh- 
ments. 


Wo bivouaced near tl'O mansion of a 


wealthy planter, whose surroundings gavu 
evidence of cultivated taste, case and lux- 
ury. Its situation was beautiful, just on 
an eminence; a stream of water winding 
at its base ; ucgro houses a little distance 
to the right ; a cottou press and largo store 
house a little farther on ; while barns, cribs, 
out-houses and carriage-houses, go to make 
up a largo cluster. 
A guard was placed 


about the mansion, which aggravated the 
boys very much, and during the night they 
amused themselves by now and then put- 
ting tho torch to some of the lesser build- 
ings, making tho camp light as day. 
When 


tho suu rose on tho morrow, cotton press, 
store house and cottou, negro houses am 
grain cribs, was one smouldering mass o: 
ruins, I hoar, also, that the mansion was 
fired tho moment tho guard;] wcro with 
drawn. If this was done it was after our 
regiment had left tho bivouac. I confess 
to many regrets at such wantou destruction, 
not that the rebels deserve better fato, bul 
then no good can come of such proceedings, 
and it serves only to impoverish the coun 
try. 


The third day we'rnarchod about twenty 


miles, without any rest except a few mo 
ments at a time by tho roadside. Tho las1 


part of tho march was wearisome to a dc 
greo almost unbearable. The road was 
hilly and the men fout sore and impatient 
Darkness camo and yet no bigu of n halt 
Wo rose a high hill, and a dibUnt light be 
tokened n camp. 
A suppressed cheer from 


the men, and they move ou with a more 
elastic step, to bo sadly disappointed as 
they ncared tho point, to find it only a fire 
in tho timbers. 
I confess to sharing lurge 


ly in their disappointment, as well on my 
own account ns on theirs. You can readily 
see that my duties required mo to make a 
much longer march than the men. Mes- 
sages were continually reaching mo to move 
to some other part of tho lino to see nomc 
soldier who had declared his inability to 
move farther. 


Wo still movo on, and again our ey«>.> 


wcro gladdened at the si#ht of a camp fire. 
not more than a mile distant. There wui 
no mistake this time. It was n camp. Wt: 
could seo tho in on standing around tho 
firea. In about half an hour we are at the 
point, but it is not our camping ground. 
As we passed on, leaving the cheerful camp 
fire in tho rear, our men broke out into 
open murraurings. Still on wo dragged, 
now plunging into ft deep ravine, now 
climbing the steep side of u hill, now halt 
ing for a moment, (tho men dropping (bit 
upon tho'grouud, ami falling iibleep inat.uit- 
Iy,) and again moving on till half past nine 
o'clock p. m., wo turned in'o a cornfield 
and bivouacod for the night. Tho medical 
oHicers go from tent to tent to look to the con 
ditiun of the men, and administer ns much 
as may bo to their comfort. 
Before the 


Weary task is done tho miming hours hav 
come. Wo wrap our blankets about us, 
offer a prayer for the loved ones at home, 
and lie upon upon tho earth to rest. 


Morning comes, and with it the welcome 


intelligence that we are to have a day's 
reat. Sunday morning comes, and we are 
again ordered to move. 
Our men are still 


sore and tired from carrying their knap- 
sack?, overloaded as they were, and iheir 
three day's rations. They marched with 
heavy step. Soon the booming of cannon 
falls upon our ears. Our men forgot all 
their weariness, and send up a shout, and 
ask to bo hurried Jorwnrd. 
But the slow 


and cautious movements indicate that we 
may bo in danger. 
Wo move on about 7 


miles to this village, and halt for the ni^ht. 
To-day, too, wo havo not moved. Soon 
after dark last night wo were visited by ono 
of the most boisterous ruin storms I ever 
knew. Nearly every tent was swept over. 
It was surgeon's call in my tent, and every 
man inside felt that his own safety depend 
ed ou saving tho tent, and by dial of hard 
struggling wo kept it upright. But such a 
rain I 


Before you receive this we shall very like- 


ly havo had a battle. An immense army 
is being massed at this point, between one 
and two hundred thousand men. 
With 


this army we must obtain tin important \ic- 
tory. If we aro defeated and scattered I 
shall fear for the results. I cannot tell you 
where to write me, as we move from this 
point in a day or two. Wo aro in Grant's 
department, Sherman's corps d'artnio, and 
Lauman'd division. About .10,000 or <10,- 
000 troops came with us from Memphis.

CONSPIRACY AGAINST THE EMPEROR NA- 


j'OLEOX.—A recent telegraphic summary 
of foreign news contained on intimation that 
a couapiracy against the life of tho French 
emperor had been discovered.

1 bare also heard, but I do lot know wheth- 
er it is the truth or not, that all the conspi- 
rators have escaped, aud that the govern- 
pcut is in a state of great alarm,''

From the TJiirty-Tlilnl Regiment. 


Ctril.AnoM.\. Mississippi, \ 


Ten miles from Talluliutcliio lUver, Uec. 1. J 


We left Memphis Wednesday, tha 25th 


ult., and are now right in the face of the en 
emy in Mississippi, ai'ter a weary march ol 
four days, having rested one day after the 
third day's march. 
Our first day we made 


only about ten ruiles. 
It was new business 


to our boys, and they were very tired before 
we bivouaced for tha night. The next day 
we started at 7 and marched twenty miles, 
stopping about two hours in the middle ol 
the day for (.'he men to rest and take refresh- 
ments. 


Wa bivouaced near the mansion of a 


wealthy planter, whose surroundings gave 
evidence of cultivated taste, ease and lux- 
ury. 
Its situation was beautiful, just on 


an eminence ; a stream of water windin 
at its base ; negro houses a little distance 
to the right; a cotton press aud large store 
house a little farther on ; while barns, cribs, 
out-houses and carriage-houses, go to make 
up a large cluster. 
A guard was placed 


about the mansion, which aggravated the 
boys very much, and during the night they 
amused themselves by now and then put- 
ting the torch to some of the lesser build- 
ings, making the camp light as day. When 
the sun rose on the morrow, cotton press, 
store house and cotton, negro houses aud 
grain cribs, was one smouldering mass of 
ruins, I hear, also, that the mansion was 
fired the moment the guards were with- 
drawn. If this was done it waa after our 
regiment had left the bivouac. I confess 
to many regrets at such wanton destruction, 
not that the rebels deserve better fate, but 
then no good can come of such proceedings, 
and it serves only to impoverish the coun 
try. 


The third day we'marched about twenty 


miles, without any rest except a few mo- 
ments at a time by the roadside. The last 
part of the march was wearisome to a de- 
gree almost unbearable. 
The road wes 


hilly and the men foot-sore and impatient. 
Darkness cama and yet no sign of a halt. 
Wo rose a high hill, and a distant light be- 
tokened a eamp. A suppressed cheer from 
the men, and they move ou with a more 
elastic step, to be sadly disappointed a 
they neared the point, to find it only a Sre 


the timbers. I confess to sharing large- 


ly in their disappointment, us well on my 
own account as on theirs. You can readily 
see that my duties required me to make a 
much longer march than the men. 
Mes- 


sages were continually reaching me to move 
to some other part of the line to see nome 
soldier who had declared his inability to 
move farther. 


We still move on, and again ouc eye.-- 


were gladdened at the sight of a cauip Urn. 
not more than a mile distant. There win 
no mistake this time. It was a camp. 'We 
could see the men standing around the 
fires. In about half an hour we are at the 
point, but it is not our camping ground. 
As we passed on, leaving the cheerful camp 
ire in the rear, our men broke out into 
open murraurings. 
Still on we dragged, 


now plunging into a deep ravine, now 
climbing the steep side of a hill, now halt- 
ing for a moment, (the men. dropping flat 
upon the'ground, and falling asleep instant- 
ly,) and ngain moving on ( i l l half past nine 
o'clock p. in., we turned in'.o a cornfield 
nnd bivouaced for the night. 
The medical 


ofiicers go from tent to tent to look to the uon- 
dition of the men, and administer as much 
as may be to their comfort. 
Before the 


weary task is done the mcruing hours hav 
come. 
We wrap our blankets about us, 


offer a prayer for the loved onus at home, 
and lie upon upon the earth to rest. 


Morning comes, and with it the welcome 


intelligence that we are to have a day's 
rest. Sunday morning comes, and we are 
again ordered to move. 
Our men are stil! 


sore and tired from carrying their knap- 
sacks, overloaded aa they were, and their 
three day's rations. 
They marched wilt 


heavy step. 
Soon the booming of cannon 


falls upon our ears. 
Our men forget all 


their weariness, and send up a shout, and 
ask to be hurried t forward. 
But the slow 


arid cautious movements indicate that we 
may be in danger. 
We move on about 7 


miles to this village, and halt for the night. 
To-day, too, we have n.ot moved. 
Soon 


after dark last night we were visited by one 
of the most boisterous raiu storms I ever 
knew. 
Nearly every tent was Swept over. 


It was surgeon's call in my tent, and every 
man inside felt that his own safuty depend- 
ed on saving the tent, and by dint of hard 
struggling we kept it upright. But such a 
rain 1 


Before you receive this we shall very like- 


ly have had a battle. 
An immense army 


is being massed at this point, between one 
and two hundred thousand men. 
With 


this army we must obtain an important vie- 


:ory. 
If we are defeated and scattered I 


ihall fear for the results. I cannot tell you 
where to write me, as we move from this 
point in a day or two. We are in Grant's 
department, Sherman's corps d'armie, and 
Lauman'd division. About 30,000 or 40,- 
300 troops came with us from Memphis.

Last Night's Report. 


CAIRO, December €. 


Special to Chicago Journal.—The Mem- 


phis Bulletin has news from Oxford, Mis- 
sissippi, to Thursday morning, at which 
time, it says, Jackson's rebel cavalry, with 
some infantry and B battery, were skirmish- 
ing with the federal advance, a short dis- 
tance from the town. 
The main body of 


the rebel.army had passed through, twelve 
hours before. 


Peraberton's army is represented as being 


greatly demoralized. It is about 40,000 
strong, and this is about the entire force 
that Mississippi is able to raise to resist 
Grant's advance. Their number of sick 
and disabled is said to be very large. 


It is now as good as demonstrated that 


Grant will have no general engagement, 
and that Jackson and Vicksburg will be 
abandoned with feeble or no resistance. 
The importance of Gen.Grant's movements 
does not seem to be fully apperciated by 
the country. 


Guerrillas are still at work near Memphis, 


carrying o6f every man they can find under 
forty years of age. The reason the citizens 
do not organize and resist the cutthroats, is 
that they are unarmed, while the guerrillas 
are armed and organized. 


I this morning saw a gentleman direct 


from Bloomfield, Mo. He says that rob- 
bers and thieves overrun the country, mur-' 
dering, thieving and destroying. Neither 
age nor sex is respected. 
They break doors 


down, and shoot men at their firesides or 
in bed. He gives tha particulars of more 
than a dozen instances where this, has oc- 
curred. 
If any one is suspected of union 


sentiments he is killed, his family driven 
out of doors, and some secesh robber moves 
into his house and uses his property. 


CAIRO, Deo. 8. 


Special to Chicago Journal—The force 


which left Helena to cut off the rebel re- 
treat from Abbeville, Miss., was not ao large 
as stated yesterday. It consisted of .16,000 
infantry under Hovey, and 2,000 cavalry 
under Gen. Washburne. It left Friar's 
Point, ou the Mississippi, on Friday. 
On 


Saturday night it had reached the mouth 
of the (Joldwater, where the infantry re- 
mained. 
Gen. Washburne then posted 


ahead and struck the railroad five or six 
miles north of Grenada, where he destroyed 
two bridges and the track. He did not 
proceed to Grenada, but fell back to Hardie 
(Station, where he again destroyed a portion 
of the road, and a portion of them returned 
to tbo mouth of the Coldwater. 
On Tues- 


day he again went to the railroad near Pa- 
oola, and destroyed a long trestle-work and 
a bridge. 


Several persons have reached Memphis, 


who left Grenada on Tuesday. They re- 
port the place defenseless, and nearly de- 
serted. There was nothing to prevent the 
federal troops from, taking possession of it. 
Two regimeiits of conscripts are said to 
have marched into it on Monday, but these

Mr. Hickman'd [bill, introduced to-day, 


authorizes the President to organize regi- 
ments of colored men, not exceeding 100, 
giving authority to uniform them in some 
distinctive manner, and arm them for a 
term of seven yeara or less ; the privates 
to receive sis dollars and a half per mouth, 
and the same allowance for clothing and 
rations as white soldiers ; non-commis- 
sioned officers to have the same pay as the 
same grades in the regular army ; commis- 
sioned officers, either white or colored, who 
are graduates of colleges, to receive twice 
the pay of infantry of the regular army ; 
each company to be allowed a teacher or 
chaplain's .plerk. The bill also provides for 
a line of steamers, of not less than 1500 
tons, to run between New York and Libe- 
ria, touching at Norfolk and Port Royal, to 
carry such colored men aa desire to emi- 
grate ; also gives the proceeds of confisca- 
ted rebel property to carry out the provis- 
ions of this bill. 


The navy department has received in- 


formation from Rear Admiral Lee,, corn, 
manding the North Atlantic blockading 
squadron at Hampton Roads, of several 
captures made by the blockading force off 
Wilmingtou, N. C., and the neighboriug 
coast, up to the Gth of November last. —

THE GDJTEOAT AFFAIR IN NORTH CARO- 


LINA.—We have already published a dis- 
patch from the rebel papers that a " Yan- 
kee gunboat" had been or was-about to be 
taken in North Carolina, when its com 
mender blew it up.

the New York Herald furnishes a full ac- 
count of the affair. 
On the 18th ult., the 


U. S. gunboat Ellis, Lieutenant Command- 
ing W. P. Gushing, left Newbern and wenl 
up New river to Onslow, taking on the way 
a schooner with a cargo worth $30,000. 
Ou arriving at Onslow^ the town was taken; 
twenty-five stand of arms, the postmaster's 
negroes and two fine schooners captured 
and confiscated, and the saltworks destroy- 
ed. 
On starting down the rivor again the 


boat passed n rebel camp on the left ba«k, 
which it shelled with good effect. 
A few 


miles below, the channel runs through 
sand bar, having been dredged not long 
ago, ana is difficult of navigation. 
The 


rebels here opened upon the Ellis with two 
pieces of artillery mounted on a high bluff. 
The firing was returned, aud an hour's ac- 
tion ensued. 
The enemy were driven 


away, but the tide had'-gone down, and it 
was two hours before it',.was deemed safe 
to attempt.to pass the bar.' "-When the tri- 
al was made the veese-1 ran aground within 
three hundred yards of the bluff. 
An ef- 


fort was icado to lighten the vessel, but in 
vain. The captain then called all; hands 
and addressed them in a short spe&£h, in 
which he said he would make one mlie.tri- 
al at next high tide to get the Ellis^lf, if 
not attacked in the interim. He, therefore, 
put all but five men on board the captilred 
schooner, which, passed the bar. Ail th'e 
men volunteered to stand by the gallant 
captain, so that he had to pick out the five 
himself. 
Early next morning the rebels 


commenced the attack, giving the vessel a 
cross fire, .their shells almost knocking he: 
to pieces. Having fought ag long as possi- 
ble, the captain set the Ellis on fire in sev- 
eral place, and rowed off with his men in a 
gig, just as the enemy's boats were coming 
oat to board .the'Ellis." Tbe gig passed un- 
harmed through a shower of missiles, anc 
rhe party gained the schooner just as the 
Ellis blew up v/ith a tremendous explosion 
The rebels attempted to pursue, but h 
vain. The schooner with its captors has 
arrived in safety at Beaufort.

We 
were then favored with a short address by
